Name-Calling 

"We Americans should fight 
fair and .stop the practice of 
name-calling. Let’s not hide 
behind a label and tag every, 
one as a Communist whose 
ideas differ from our own.” 

That is the plea of Dr. John 
D. Hicks, professor of history 
at the Berkeley campus. Uni¬ 
versity of California. 

“Communists are unwanted 
radicals,” he says, “but our 
own native radicals arc too 
often confused with them. 
Progressive developments such 
as farm and labor organiza¬ 
tions—even the Declaration of 
Independence itself, may be 
credited to loyal American 
radicals. They should not bo 
branded as traitors.” 

Dr. Hicks w'as interviewed 
last week on the Sunday “Uni¬ 
versity Explorer” broadcast.

The measure is supported by 
the American Legion, Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, Disabled 
American Veterans, and the 
Assembly committee on mili¬ 
tary affairs. 

Opponents declare that spe¬ 
cial privilege is sought in this 
measure on behalf of the small 
minority of veteran home 
owners who purchase their 
property by means of loans 
from the state. 

Approximately 22,000 veter¬ 
ans are purchasing their homes 
or farms through state loans, 
paying only 3 per cent inter¬ 
est and enjoying unusually 
low fire insurance rates. At 
the same time, about 125,000 
veterans are financing their 
home purchases through the 
FHA and Veterans Administra¬ 
tion loans, paying a higher 
rate of interest and standard 
fire Insurance rates. 

The Supreme Court recently 
determined that no group of 
veterans should be entitled to 
more than the regular $1000 
veterans real property tax ex¬ 
emptions. 

"Do not be confused by the 
wording of the proposed 
amendment,” opponents state, 
“which states that such prop¬ 
erty shall ‘not’ be exempt from 
taxation. Such property is not 
now exempt from taxation. The 
entire meaning of the measure 
is found in its final words: ‘ex¬ 
cept as the Legislature may 
provide’.”

The State Legislature, by a 
unanimous vote, has asked the 
people of California to author¬ 
ize the issuance and sale of 
state bonds not exceeding the 
sum of $100,000,000 to provide 
funds for California veterans 
to acquire farms and homes. 

Proposition No. 1, not an 
amendment but a new section 
added to the State Constitu¬ 
tion, would bring into 
operation the Veterans Bond 
Act of 1949, which governs the 
manner of issuing, selling, and 
redeeming the bonds. 

Proponents of the measure 
point out that although 164,000 
residents of California are vet¬ 
erans and eligible for state 
home and farm loans, state 
funds previously authorized are 
about used up. In financing 
homes and farms for veterans, 
California is the leading state 
of the union. Six previous bond 
Issues have been approved. But 
housing remains a serious 
problem in California. 

The propositions’s supporters 
say that while the federal gov¬ 
ernment provides loans through 
the GI Bill of Rights, it does 
.not fill the whole need. The 
advantage of the state loan, 
they say, is that it can be 
spread over a period of years 
and it needs no other finan¬ 
cing. It supplements, but does 
not compete with the federal 
program. 

There is no known opposition 
to Proposition No. 1.

Under the provisions of 
Proposition No. 3, the use of 
street parking meter revenues 
is authorized to be used as ad¬ 
ditional security for the pay¬ 
ment of bonds issued to fi¬ 
nance off-street parking facil¬ 
ities. 

Legal purposes for which 
street parking meter revenue 
may be used have not been de¬ 
termined by the state. It also 
has not been resolved whether 
the state or local public body 
has authority to control use of 
such revenues. 

Acco r d i n g to supporters of 
the measure, it would break 
the financial bottleneck in pro¬ 
viding sufficient parking. While 
it is possible at present to ac¬ 
cumulate parking meter reve¬ 
nues for this purpose, it is not 
passible to pledge anticipated 
revenues in advance of receipt 
for the purpose of securing 
revenue bonds which will be 
i.ssued immediately to con¬ 
struct off-street parking lots 
and garages. 

“A favorable vote on this 
constitutional amendment will 
make it possible for many cities 
actually to start construction 
on parking facilities within the 
next few months,” sponsors 
say. 

There is no known opposi¬ 
tion to the measure.

Sierra Madre News 
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Summer vacation for nearly all the kids of Sierra Madre—and 
vacations for their parents—was on the verge of disappearing this 
week. 

But parents of Sierra Madre will not officially be notified until 
next week that the school board is "very seriously considering" the 
four-quarter plan school for institution this summer. 

The plan itself was only introduced as an "idea" here last month. 
At that time it was understood that the plan would be considered 
thoroughly and that parents would be given adequate notice so 
that summer plans could be made. 

Schools Superintendent Charles Skutt said yesterday that "the 
school board will have it up for consideration and final action at its 
regular meeting June 13." 

He said that if it is to be instituted at all this summer it would 
have to be accepted then. He said that no public hearing on the 
matter had been called—that it would come before the board 
as a "regular item of the agenda." 

If the plan is accepted nearly 450 of the 600 children attending 
the public school will be attending classes beginning in July. They 
will have vacations variously throughout the year—some beginning 
in October, some in January and others in April. 

Skutt said that information sheets—check sheets—would go to 
the parents "beginning next Monday." 

Skutt admited that this plan was only "under consideration." But 
it was pointed out that although it would remain in this cate¬ 
gory until June 13, final action would be taken then. 

"If it is to do us any good at all, it must be put into effect this 
summer," Skutt said. 

Skutt said that there is no other school in California working under 
this rotational program. He said he knows of only one school in 
the United States—at Houston, Texas—that has adopted this in¬ 
novation. 

During May the NEWS was told that the plan would be "under 
consideration" this summer, it was not inferred from school officials 
that it would be "adopted" this summer. 

It hardly seems that ten days is sufficient notice for institution 
of such a program. After all, summer is already here.

State Accident Toll 
Continues Decline 

California’s accident toll at 
grade crossings, and on buss¬ 
es, street railways, railroads, 
and passenger stages continu¬ 
ed to decline during 1949, R. E. 
Mittelstaedt, president of the 
California Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission, announced this week. 

Adding together all of the 
accidents and casualties other 
than at grade crossings on rail¬ 
roads, street railways, bus and 
stage lines, the total number 
in 1949 was 3779 accidents, re¬ 
sulting in 147 killed and 3990 
injured, a total of 4137 casual¬ 
ties. Compared with the 5449 
casualties in 1948, this is a 
numerical reduction of 1312, or 
approximately 24 per cent in 
one year.

ings of several city organiza¬ 
tions. 

Basically, the vacation rota¬ 
tion plan would simply oper¬ 
ate the school on a 12-month, 
four-quarter basis, rather than 
on the present 9-month, three- 
quarter system. 

According to Mr. Thompson, 
the proposal would utilize ex¬ 
isting classroom space more 
fully by rotating classes and 
teachers in their three-month 
vacation period, thereby per¬ 
mitting the housing of four 
classes in each three class¬ 
rooms. 

Vacations would still be ob¬ 


served, but on a rotation basis, 
Mr Thompson pointed out. One 
quarter of the teachers and 
students would still take their 
three months off in the sum¬ 
mer. 

The rotating vacation plan 
has as its main advantage the 
fact that it breaks tradition of 
summer vacation. 

“From the standpoint of the 
children’s welfare, however,” 
Mr. Thompson explains, “it is 
desirable to sacrifice normal 
schedules on an annual basis 
in order to get normal sched¬ 
ules on a daily basis.” 

‘The plan offers the only 
means whereby our children 


can be housed in standard 
class rooms and on normal 
dally schedules,” he said. 

Students would be divided 
into four groups—as much as 
possible in keeping with re¬ 
quests of individuals. Group 1 
would vacation during the reg¬ 
ular summer months; Group 2 
would be off from October 
through December: Group 3, 
from January through March; ( 
and Group 4, April, May, and 
June. 

The School Board has receiv¬ 
ed several questions from par¬ 
ents concerning the proposal 
and has asked the NEWS to 
publish a few of the most fre¬ 
quent questions and answers. 

Ques.: Does the School Board 
have the legal right to institute 
this plan? 

Ans; Yes, but it desires to 
know the sentiment of the par¬ 
ents and others concerned. 

Ques: I have several children 
in the school. Would they be 
on vacation at the same time? 

Ans: In designating vaca¬ 
tion schedules, the administra¬ 
tion would give first considera¬ 
tion to keeping families togeth¬ 
er and to any hardship cases. 

Ques.: Would this plan not 
put us out of gear with the 
Pasadena School System? 

Aans.: As the point you raise 
concerns the sixth grade only, 
it is contemplated that that 
grade would be among the 75 
per cent of the pupils who 
complete their school year in 
June. 

Ques: Would it involve ad¬ 
ditional cost? 

Ans.: None or negligible. 
From an econo m-i c point of 
view, this unquestionably is the 
most efficient way of utilizing 
our space. 

School administrators em¬ 
phasized the point that action 
on the proposal must be tak¬ 
en almost immediately.
